EXTRACT  FROM  THE  MINUTES  OF  THE  GLASGOW  ROYAL 
INFIRMARY. 

At  a  General  Meeting  of  the  Weekly  Committee 
of  the  Directors  of  the  Glasgow  Royal  Infirmary, 
held  7th  July,  1837, — Dr.  Panton  in  the  Chair. 

"  It  was  mentioned  that  Mr.  Geokge  Robertson  who  had 
acted  as  Apothecary  and  Clerk  in  the  Fever  Hospital,  was 
about  to  leave  it  in  consequence  of  his  appointment  to  be 
House  Surgeon  and  Apothecary  to  the  Dundee  Infirmary. 
From  the  very  satisfactory  manner  in  which  Mr.  Robertson 
has  done  his  duty,  the  Meeting  voted  him  as  a  present,  £20 
to  be  paid  him  by  the  Treasurer."

Extract  from  the  Annual  Report  of  the  Dundee 
Royal  Infirmary — printed  June,  1840. 

"  One  important  change  has  taken  place  since  last  Annual 
Meeting,  by  the  resignation  of  Mr.  George  Robertson,  the 
Resident  Surgeon  ^and  Apothecary.  The  value  of  Mr. 
Robertson's  services  is  known  to  most  of  the  Governors ; 
and  the  Committee  deemed  it  proper  to  record  their  sense  of 
those  services,  and  their  regret  that  the  Institution  was  to  be 
deprived  of  them,  by  the  following  entry  on  their  minutes : 

"  *  A  letter  was  received  from  Mr.  George  Robertson,  House- 
Surgeon,  resigning  his  situation.  The  Committee  received  this  letter 
with  regret,  being  sensible  of  the  skill  and  attention  which  Mr, 
Robertson  has  evinced  in  the  discharge  of  his  duties.  The  Committee 
tender  him  their  best  thanks  for  his  past  and  their  best  wishes  for  his 
future  success.* 

"  The  vacancy  occasioned  by  Mr.  Robertson's  resigna- 
ion  was  supplied  by  the  election  of  Dr.  Thomas  Hamilton 
of  Edinburgh,  on  the  17th  of  October  last,  whose  testimonials 
were  highly  creditable.  It  will  necessarily  be  some  time  ere 
he  can  acquire  that  experience  which  is  so  important  in  con- 
ducting the  details  of  a  Public  Hospital ;  but  it  will  be  sa- 
tisfactory if  he  shall  be  enabled  to  tread  in  the  footsteps  of 
his  predecessor,  and  to  discharge  the  duties  of  his  office  with 
equal  acceptance  and  success."
